Thirty of the passengers were 
transferred to that craft, which is owned 
by the Northern Michigan Transportation 
company. The transfer was effected in 
Mackinac bey without the necessity of 
docking. 
With the other fifty passengers the 
ColumBia then proceeded to Harbor 
Springs and from there to Beaver isiand. 
Five passengers were put down at Beaver 
island. The others are at the Hotel Em- 
met at Harbor Springs. 
Tugs have been dispatched to the as- 
sistance of the Arizona from Mackinac. 
The vessel, which is a mile off its course, 
is expected to be floated today or tomor- 
row. Upon being floated the ship will 
proceed to Manitowoc, Wis., for repairs 
upon the drydock.

The strict letter of this rule, according 
to the testimony, was not observed in the 
cases of the Orduna, the Armenian, and 
the Angto-American.

| ON THE WESTERN FRONT. 7. | 

Intense activity marked the trench war- 
fare on the western front during the last 
week, with the Germans on the offensive 
at- many points along the 300 mile line 
from the Swiss frontier to the North sea. 

The week has been one of keen anxiety 
for the allies, as the lull on the eastern 
front, after the recapture of Lemberg and 
the drive through Galicia and southern 
Poland, portended a big drive on the west. 
In keeping the French and British guezs- 
ing the kaiser's strategy has been a com- 
plete success. | 

There was a steady pressure on the east 
center of the French line around Verdun 
and further to the south in Alsace that led 
London ahd Paris to the conclusion that 
the Germans were determined to ak 
through France's great fortified tier 
along the Meuse and Moselle. 

This offensive was delivered by the 
crown prince’s army around Verdun, 
mainly to the west of the fortress in the 
Argonne forest.. Liquid fire, asphyxiating 
shells, intense artillery fire, and hand gre- 
nades were all employed to sustain the in- 
fantry attacks. Asa result of the week’s 


capture of approximately 4,000 French, a 
number of guns, ammunition, and other 
war equipment. Since June 20 the Ger- 
mans claim to have taken over 7,000 
French in the Argonne. 

The fiercest struggle at thié front was 
waged around Hill 285, which the Ger- 
mans captured early in the week. Friday. 
however, the French retook this position, 
regaining much of the ground lost and 
checking the German drive effectively. 

The Germans also made progress in the 
bloody sector between Arras and La 
Bassee, especially in the vicinity of 
Souchez. 

The French delivered heavy attacks on 
the line of the St. Mihiel salient between 
the Meuse and the Moselle, making slight 
gains in Le Pretre forest north of Ponta- 
mousson. Ypres, Munster in the Vosges, 
Hill 60, and the Champagne country also 
witnessed heavy fighting. 

The week closed with a report that 
large German forces had passed through 
"La, Chapelle on their way to the Ypres-

ON THE AUSTRO-ITALIAN 
FRONT. - 


Minor successes were reported by .the 
Italians during the week along all fronts, 
though the campaign has not developed 
any engagement of first magnitude. The 
chief aim of Italy’s opening operations 
has been more than realized. Its armies 
have thrown a ring of iron around the 
frontiers and scized the commanding 
heights of the enemy's country for lo- 
eating their defenses. But these minor 
successes have failed to develop into any 
advantage of a decisive nature and the 
disappointment of the entente allies on 
'Italy’s showing so far in the war contin- 
ued during the week. 

To some extent sentiment is playing a 
part in keeping Italy from adopting the 
smashing, ruthless tactics of modern war- 
fare. The city of Goritz, for instance, is 
dominated by Italian cannon, but it has 
not been smashed. It is a part of Italia 
Irredenta, and hence is spared, though 
a point of vast strategic importance to 
the enemy. So also is Tolmino, also vir- 
tually surrounded by King Victor’s ar- 
mies. 

Monfalcone has fallen to Italy, but one 
reason given for the failure of the Latin 
armies to pres on down the Istrian coast 
toward Triest & that Austrian guns domi- 
nate the town, and it would be destroyed 
under present conditions if this advance 
was pressed by the Italians.

Sarah Cowell Le Moyne, one of the best 
known and most loved American actresses 
in the last thirty years, died at Lake 
Placid, N. Y., today, after a short illness. 
She was the daughter of Lewis Cowell, «

Mrs. Le Moyne got her first stage po- 
sition from A. M. Palmer in 1878. Among 
the many plays in which she starred were 

“Two Orphans,” “french Fists,” 
“Benker’s Daughter,” ~“ Mother ané 
Gon,” and “A False Friend.” 

After three seasons she decided that her 
flel@ was that of the reader and elocution- 
ist. . She selected Shakspeare and Hrowe- 
ing as subjects, and soon achieved an en- 
viable fame as a reader. 

In 1888 Mrs. Le Moyne wae married to 
the late Wildam J. Le Moyne, and for 
four seasons che was associated with her 
husband on thestage. Among their many 
plays was “ The Moth and the Flame.” 

One of the greatest tributes to Mrs. Le 
Moyne’s art was her selection to read the 
dedicatory ode at the Columbian exposi- 
tion at Chicago on Oct. 21, 1892. The ode 
was a beautiful work of literary art, writ- 
ten by Mies Harriet F. Monroe.

A seven day campaign for better babies 
began yesterday and will continue until 
next Saturday. Headed by Health Com- 
‘missioner John Di Robertson, many 
gocial and civic welfare organizations 
have banded together to make “ Baby 
Welfare week”’’ the most successful in 
the city’s history, ~_ 

Rabbis in all the synagogues yesterday 
delivered dermons on the proper care of 
babies. Ministers today will do the same 
from the pulpits. Several hundred doc- 
tors and nurses, assisted by 3,000 “ Httle 
mothers,” will,invad the tenement dis- 
tricte during the next three days and give 
lectures and practical demonstrations to 
mothers on how to care properly for the 
infants during the hot weather. 


Free ice and pasteurized milk will be 
@stributed from various stations, The 
municipal tuberculosis sanitarium will 
throw open its doors for free medical ex- 
amination and treatment of sickly babies. 
The United Charities will distribute cloth- 
ing and supplies. Twenty-four infant 
welfare stations, three operated by the 
health department and twenty-one by the 
Infant Welfare society, will be the field 
headquarters for the work. 

Mayor Thompson issued a proclamation 
setting aside the week for the babies 
before. he left for the Pacific coast. The

It dis- 
places 16.000 ton . normally and 1,617 tona 
more with a maximum load. — 


| Is Heavily Armored. 


The Michigan is heavily armored. The | 


vital parts of the vessel are protected by 
an eleven inch armor belt eight feet 
wide, almost seven fet of which is below 
the water line. Above and below this 
eight foot strip the protecting armor belt 
tapers down from eleven inches to nine 
inches in thickness. 

Its elght 12 inch guns are mounted 
in pairs in the armored turrets, two for- 
Ward and two aft, one pair above the. 
other. Thus the range of the upper two 
is not interfered with by the position of 
the lower two, and all four may be fired 
simultaneously if desired. Furthermore, 
by their maximum arc fire of 270 degrees 
the fire of the four forward guns and the 
four astern may be concentrated in a 
broadside.

By way of demonstration, the other day 
boy scout and his scoutmaster took up their 
positions on two city skyscrapers four miles 
apart ‘and sent a series of messages across the 
dizzy cafions and heights between. It was « 
curious picture, something of an anachronism, 
to see these young men flashing words to each 
other by flag over a region netted with the 
wire of telephone and telegraph and with the 
antene of half a dozen wireless stations in 
sight. 

Yet this merely interesting scene up on the 
roof tops of the big city might one day be re- 
produced with the most serious import. I do 
not want to convey the idea that the Boy: 
Scout signalers are soldiers in the making, but 
only to emphasize their one big thought in 
that motto, “ Be Prepared,” as when all other 
communication was broken in the Dayton 
flood and Boy Scouts used the wig-wag. 

The striking value of such knowledge as the 
scouts are gathering is illustrated in a bit of 
previously unwritten history of the Spanish- 
American war.

HE “Speederino Kid”. is Master 
7 Harry Hartz, who has the repute of 
being the fastest junior auto driver in 
the world. But, of course, one might 
expect a claim like that coming out of Los 
Angeles, the city built out of hope and 
printer’s ink. 

The junior auto races are held annually 
at Culver City, a suburb of the California 
sunshine capital, modestly named after the 
promoter who built it. A couple of years ago 
Harry Culver discovered a way to break 
on to page 1 by offering prizes for the races 
between the kid automobilists. Out of this 
has grown a line of the world’s most re- 
markable little cars, real racers smaller than 
the cycle car that the public refused to popu- 
larize and fast enough to give the grownup 
spectators at the Junior Derby plenty of 
thrills.

A 
member of that earnest headed colony of 
 geientists at Woods Hole, Mass., has 
recently declared that the bug does its interior 
and exterior illumination by eating certain 
substances which supply it with phosphorus. —

the words in their vicinity with no other light. — 


One species of mushroom in Australia, sit 
teen inches in diameter, was of such brilliancy 
that, when from a distance, its light frightened 
the natives.

HERE ien't one womafi in a hun- 
dred “who tans, burns, and freckles 
becomingly. So the other ninety- 
nine of us should.adopt the prover- 
. Dial “ ounce of prevention ” as our 
best friend. There ar> a few little sum- 
mer resolutions that this . friendship 
thrivés upon. The first is to keep out of 
the blazing sun unless we are protected 
by a hat or parasol. The second most 
important is to rub cold cream into the 
skin when we go motoring, boating, or 
swimming, or when we go in for any of the 


‘sports that are played under the sun's 


hot rays. The ugliest sunburns result 
from sitting under the sun's rays just 
after you have come out of the water. 
The following is an excellent formula 
for a cold cream to be used fof the protec- 
tion of your skin: Two ounces of oil 
of sweet almonds, one-quarter ounce of 
spermaceti, one-quarter ounce of white 
wax, one-half ounce rosewater, one dram 
boric acid. Melt the oil, spérmaceti, and 
wax together at a moderate heat. Then 
gradually add the rosewater, in which the 
boric acid already has been dissolved. Stir 
the mixture briskly and constantly until 
it is cold. Continue the stirring until 
it has become soft and creamy. 

Or, if you prefer to use 4 greaselezs 
cream, which, too, will effectively pro- 
tect the skin from the evil effects of ex- 
posure to a hot sun, this formula is recom- 
mended: Eighty grains of tragacanth, 
one-half ounce of glycerin, one-half ounce 
of boric acid, five drops oil of bergamot, 
one drop of oil of rose, two drops of

Apply freely to the hands 
and face, using some friction of massage,

After you have ysed the cold cream on 
your skin dust a pure hygienic powde 
over your face. - ~ _ par 
Just a word of cdution about face pow- 
ders, because more powder jis consurfied 
in summer than &t/ other seasons of the 
year. Incalculable harm is done to the 
skin by the use of powders in which min- 


eral substances predominate, - Lead, Ar- 


senic, mercury, atid bismuth are active 
poisons and in time ‘will injure the skin 
horribly. Some ofthe inatantanedus 
bleaches have these dangerous ingre- 
dients im considerable quantity. 
The habit of sousing the face with.coM 
water immediately after exposure to heat 
and drying winds is pernicious. Cold 
water should nevét be applied to sun- 
burned skin, no matter what the tempta- 
tiom You may use warm of hot water 
but never cold. . The cold cream I have 
given above should be used for cleansing 
as well as healing purposes. I 
‘Cucumber milk ‘fs. cooling to the gun- 
burned face, and it is an excellent bleach 
for tan. The formula for thie prepaFa- 
tion follows: Four ounces ofoll of sweet 
almonds, tem ounces of fresh cucumber 
juice, three ounces of essence of cucuin- 
bers, one-quarter ounce of powdered das- 
tile soap, and tw rds dram of tincttire 
of benzoin. The juice of the cucumbér is 
obtained by bolling them in a littl water. 
Slice thin, skin and all, and let them céok 
slowly till soft and mushy; strain through 
a fine sieve and then through a cloth. 
Make the essence by puttiig an ounce

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and one-half of the juice into the came 


quantity of high proof alcohol. Put the 


essence with the soap into a large jar or 


‘Bottle—the larger the better, as the mix- 


ture requires much shaking. After a 
few hours, when the soap is dissolved, 
add the cucumber juice; shake till thor- 
oughly mixed, then pour out into an 
earthen bowl and add the oll and benzoin, 
stirring constantly until you have a 
creamy liquid. Be sure that the cucum- 
ber juice is strong, for it is the natural 
arsenicin the cucumber which imparts its 
wonderful whitening power. Put the 
preparation in small bottles, keep tightly 
corked and in the dark, and always shake 
before using. It is quickly absorbed by 
the sKin and is pleasant to use. 

There are two kinds of freckles—the 

summer freckles and “ cold freckles,’ the 
latter being the more stubborn kind. For 
the light freckles try equal parts cf gly- 
cerin and lemon juice. Or, if your skin is 
too tender to stand glycerin, rub a fresh 
slice of lemion over your face, letting the 
juice dry on and remain for a time ; An- 
other valuable agent in removing the 
summer freckles is four ounces of lactic 
acid, two ounces of glycerin, and one 
ounce of rosewater. Apply several times 
daily with a soft cloth, pouring a smal! 
quantity of the lotion, as needed, into a 
saucer. — 
_ For the stubborn freckles the follow. 
ing formula is recommended: Sodium 
sulphocarbolate, fifty grains; glycerin, 
two fluid ounces; rosewater, one fluid 
ounce; and alcohol, one fluid ounce. 
Apply with a soft sponge severai times a 
day.

All manner of unusual ways of using 
these materials are “being triéd” out. 
Among the moat pleasing in result is the 
use of the fancy window shade in place 
of curtai Many of these delightful 
new sha®™® are quite transparent, being 
made of square meshed lace net. They 
are fastened to rollers at the top, with 
wooden rods slipped into the lower hems, 
and usually have scallops or square tabs, 
trimmed with fringe and tassels, hanging 
below the rod. They are manipulated 
exactly as are all roller spring window 
shades, and are usually supplemented for 
the sake of privacy by dark shades, also 
om spring rollers. The dark shades are 
on the outside and left rolled quite up 
during the daytime. The fancy shade, 
taking the place-@f curtains, may be 
raised or lowered*ét will. ‘They are sup- 
posed to hang td within a “Feot of the 
window sill if ace, and higher, of 
course, if of thic materia, 

Effective combinations are, lace shades 
and cretonne valance. Some e the 
shade and valance both are made of cre- 
tonne or chintz. These are particularly 
good for sun parlor windows, and where 
they’ are used the French doors leading 
into the sun parlors have lace shades and 
cretonne or chintz valance. 

Scrim, swiss, drawn linen, Brussels lace, 
lace net, etamines, marquisettes, and even 
dimity and cheesecloth, are used for the 
transparent shades. The most elaborate 
ones are made of real lace panels. It 
is needless .to reiterate that simple re- 
straint is always in better taste than too 
profuse elaboration. 

The group of windows in the illustra- 
tion shows ap unpretentious but satisfac- 
tory dressi The valance crosses the 
tops of the three windows, with no full- 
ness whatever. The curtains of cretonne 
to match are shaped into scallops. They 
are all trimmed with narrow fringe and 
heavy tassels. 

A drop-leaf shelf about two feet wide, 
fastened to each window, makes a table 
similar to the dining tables on trains. 
When all three shelves are raised the 
table continues. ih length to the full meas- 


ure of -the three windows. Bither one, 
two, or three of these drop leaves are 
raised at a time, making a breakfast ta- 
ble of various sizes. On each shelf a motif 
of the flowers printed on the cretonne is 


copied in oils. The painting is; of course, !, 


exposed to full view when the leaves are 
dropped down. ~

terials, and it may be used to excellent ad- 
vantage for window sliddes. It é6émed in 
the most exquisitely subdued color#, flash- 
ing into hues almost’ as luminous as 
stained glass when the light falis through 
them. 

Orie of the striking concelts of the win-' 
dow shade fad is that of having thin 
giazed white linen, with a narrow ribbon 
porder painted on it and a design also 
painted on, in peasant fashion, The de- 
sign is carried out in conventionalized 
flowers, “ improvements upon nature,” in 
the most primary colors. And caré is 
taken to match the china to it.

The single and the double tiger lilies, 
orange red spotted with black, come this 
month. It is a good plan to establish 
hardy garden lilies in the perennial bor- 
ders and shrubbery and to cover them 
with leaves or @ litter in the late fall as 
protection against frost. Our climate has 
ite vagaries and however hardy a pliant 
may promise to be, it is well to give a 
measure of protection against severe 
weather ahd frost going déep into the 
ground.

Japan has maintained in recent years a most 
intricate and elaborate system of espionage in 


this country. The frequent newspaper reports 


of the arrest of Japanese charged with making 
diagrams of Pacific coast forts give only an 
inkling of the theoretical invasions of our Pa- 
cifie coasts by the Japanese. Every detail of 
topography, heights of mountains, width of 
passes, depth of bays and river; every line cot 
communication, every item of possible supplies, 
every inch of ground on our Paci coast is 
tabulated and indexed in the Japanese war of- 
fice. This is known by our army officers, 

The fact that Lower California is strongly col- 
onized by the Japanese and that Japanese 


“codlies” are engaged in construction work there — 


in great numbers is significant. Japanese army 
officers disguised as Chinese coolies swarmed 
Port Arthur before and during the Russo-Japa- 
nese war, worked on the fortifications and 
trenches there—and facilitated in a high degree 
the expeditious surrender of that formidable 
fortress.
